They cover sales 
(both local and interstate) made from stocks held in South Australian wineries, 
depots, bulk stores, etc., but exclude overseas exports, purchases for ships! 
stores, end sales to merchants and winemakers for re-sale. 


These figures should not be regarded as showing actual consumption in 
South Australia, because they include sales to retailers and consumers in other 
States and exclude purchases from other States by South Australian retailers and 
consumers.
